Sturdy Cable Strands 


God’s power never breaks — and prayer 
lays hold of God’s power. We need God’s 
power in meeting the terrific tests of living 
in these days, so he invites us to “pray 
without ceasing.” A Christian man en- 
countering a series of experiences utterly 
unexpected and utterly beyond him asked 
a friend to pray for him, and received 
assurance of such prayer help. The man 
in need then wrote to his friend: “Thank 
you for the prayer cable to which you are 
adding a strand, old brother. It’s holding. 
I have plenty of scope out (as a sailor says 


when he rides to a long anchor chain so as 
to give a low, level pull to the anchor) and, 
while the gale is whistling in my ‘humming- 
gabers’ and it almost seems at times as if 
the anchor had dragged a bit, it won't. 
When I come through this thing I will 
have you and {naming three other friends] 
to thank as supplying four of the strands 
to the cable that held me.” God wants 
us to ask our Christian friends to stand 
with us in prayer. The great apostle re- 
corded over and over again his need of his 
friends’ prayer help, and his indebtedness 
to them for supplying “strands to the 
cable” that held him. We find in Paul’s 
letters such meaningful phrases as “pray- 
ing always for you,” and “praying also for 
us.” Sturdy prayer cables bind us close to 
one another and, better still, close to Him 
who “ever liveth to make intercession” 


for us.

Fighting Evil Spirits 


It is not empty superstition to believe 
in the existence of evil spirits. But many 
make the mistake of using impotent super- 
stitions in the conflict with evil spirits. 
A consecrated medical missionary in Korea 
has written to an American friend: “The 
work here is rather heavy but intensely 
interesting. A week ago last Sunday eve- 
ning we were out visiting a new group in 


the country. The building was filled with 
new believers. After the service we were 
told of a very sick child up the mountain 
road, Upon reaching the house we found a 
blind sorcerer had been called and was ‘at 
work.’ Furthermore, a feast was being 
prepared for the ‘spirits. The sorcerer on 
these occasions catches the spirits and bot- 
tles them up! If he succeeds in apprehend- 
ing the spirit that is causing the sickness 
the patient will get well. If not, and the 
family can afford to do so, another sor- 
cerer is called, and a third, etc.; they may 
be more successful! The father refused 
to allow us to take the child to the hos- 
pital, You can see how the Devil has the 
heathen in his grip.” Here was a case 
when superstition assumed the presence and 
work of evil spirits where they may not 
have been present at all. In many heathen 
lands the people live in perpetual fear of 
evil spirits, yet they know of no way to 
protect themselves except these useless and 
childish methods, But those who know 
the Lord know how to war victoriously 
against, not imaginary, but real powers of 
evil. “For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world.” As we “put on the whole 
armour of God” and, looking unto Jesus, 
take “the shield of faith,” we have God's 
own promise that we “shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the evil one.” 


The Only Way to Be Happy 


Archbishop of Canterbury delivered at 
the wedding of the Duke of Kent in 
Westminster Abbey in November fast, he 
made a worthy remark which we might all 
dwell upon with benefit. He wished the 
bride and bridegroom in the name of the 
people of England all possible happiness, 
but he was careful to add that it could 
not be really obtained in their surroundings 
or circumstances. It could only be found 
within themselves. This was the purport 
of his words, although it may not be the 
exact phrase he used. His message con- 
veyed a great truth which has been often 
expressed by preacher and poet —and by 
no poet more aptly than Robert Burns, the 
bard of Scotland, when he says in his 
well known verse: 
If happiness hae not her seat 
And centre in the breast, 
We may be wise or rich or great, 
But never can be blest; 
Nae treasures or pleasures 
Can make us happy lang, 
The heart aye’s the part aye 
That makes us right or wrang. 


|" THE commendable address that the 


Yes, it is only happiness in the heart that 
can bring happiness into the life, and hap- 
piness is what the heart of man is crying 
out for all the time, and right down through 
the ages. It is his one quest, but he is 
seeking for it in wrong directions. Most 
of the time he looks for it in the heaping 
up of riches, The prospect of becoming 
wealthy is a glorious one to think about; 
the possession of riches must surely bring 
satisfaction, but he does not know that 
the Bible says: “He that loveth silver 
shall not be satisfied with silver; nor he 
that loveth abundance with increase” 
(Eccles. 5:10). We sometimes receive 
confirmation of this truth in the verdict 
of wealthy men. Lord Dewar, the great 
whiskey magnate who left behind him five 
millions of money (for he could not take 
it with him when he departed this life), 
declared a short time before his death that 
it is the greatest human delusion that 
wealth brings felicity. We forget that a 
millionaire is no richer than a poor man if 
the poor man has enough to gratify his 
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personal desires. For this is all that the 
millionaire gets out of his money. | It is 
a great thing to discover this! We have 
heard of a man who said he liked to walk 
down Broadway and inspect the shop win- 
dows where he saw so many things that 
he did not wish for! 

Another man believes that happiness lies 
in the indulgence of his carnal appetites, 
but the Scriptures declare that “to be car- 
nally minded is death” (Rom. 8: 6), also that 
“whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 

Yet another man believes that to win 
a great name is the secret of human bliss. 
John Milton laid it down that fame is the 
“last infirmity of noble minds.” To earn 
the applause and admiration of our fellow 
men is certainly sweet to the flesh; to be 
held in honor; to gain “the bubble repu- 
tation even in the cannon’s mouth” is surely 
to be coveted, men say. Here is what 
Shakespeare puts into the mouth of Fal- 
staff. It is the correct estimate of honor. 
It puts it in a nutshell. That worthy had 
just been weighing the point whether he 
should go into the impending battle along 
with Prince Henry, and when left alone 
he says: 

“Well, ’tis no matter, Honour pricks nie 
on. Yea, but if Honour prick me off when 
I come on, how then? Can Honour set 
to a leg? No, or an arm? No, or take 
away the grief of a wound? No. Honour 
hath no skill in surgery then? No! What 
is Honour? A word. What is that word 
Honour? Air. A trim reckoning! Who 
hath it? He that died o’ Wednesday. Doth 
he feel it? No. Doth he hear it? No. 
Is it insensible then? Yea, to the dead. 
But will it not live with the living? No. 
Why?  Detraction will not suffer it: 
Therefore I'll none of it!” 

No, “detraction will not suffer it.’ There 
is always a drop of bitterness in the cup, 
and the joy of winning honor, the delight 
of winning fame become clouded and our 
happiness is quite marred. 

How then can one find true happiness? 
The Bible gives the answer. It is by trust- 
ing in the Lord. “Whoso trusteth in the 
Lord, happy is he” (Prov. 16:20). He is

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“Then Must Ye Needs 
Go Out of the World ” 


Would you please deal editorially in your 
fine column, Notes on Open Letters, with 
the subject of the Christian’s obligations 
with respect to cigarette and liquor adver- 
tising. I feel there are thousands of Chris- 
tians who abjure the use of these things 
yet who feel no responsibility with respect 
to their advertisements. Is the advertise- 
ment anything better than the cigarette or 
the liquor itself? 

Many reasons could be given why the 
advertising should be abominated more than 
the thing i Now every subscriber to 
a magazine is a market for the magazine’s 
advertising whether he is for the product 
advertised or not. The writer felt con 
science-bound to cancel his subscription to 
a news weekly, which in every other way he 
highly prized, on this very account. What 
would happen if ten thousand Christians for 
conscience toward God would cancel their 
subscriptions explicitly for this reason? I

believe it would be possible to have a few 
secular papers with a no-cigarette and no- 
liquor advertising policy. ut if not, let 
us “have no fellowship with works of dark- 
ness, but rather reprove 
gan reader. 


The spirit of the action taken by the 
Michigan reader in discontinuing a mag- 
azine carrying ‘objectionable advertising is 
beyond question and is a conscientious ex- 
pression of his loyalty to the Lord. But 
it is to be feared that he has not, perhaps, 
thought through all that a consistent fol- 
lowing of this policy would involve. And it 
does not seem to be in accordance with the 
teachings of the Lord or of the New Tes- 
tament, 

We cannot live in this world and avoid 
constant contact with wrong things and 
wrong persons, Our daily relationships 
with fellow beings in a world of sin neces- 
sitate daily contacts with businesses and 
activities and persons whom we cannot ap- 
prove, Lat with whom we must in some 
degree associate—or else be taken out of 
the world. Our Lord’s prayer of inter- 
cession for his disciples and all believers 
included the petition of the Father: “I 
pray not that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou shouldest keep 
them from the evil” (John 17:15). Neither 
Christ himself during his earthly lifetime, 
nor his disciples, nor fellow members of 
his body today, could live in this world 
without having contacts with persons and 
things that are wrong; but we can always 
be kept “from the evil” of approving such 
things or letting them come into our own 
lives and practices. 

When Paul wrote his inspired and: im- 
passioned appeal to the Christians at Cor- 
inth to have no fellowship with a fellow 
Christian who was living in open sin, he 
was careful to explain: 


I wrote unto you in an epistle not to 
company with fornicators: 


Yet not altogether with the fornicators 
OF THIS WORLD, or with the covetous, or 
extortioners, or with idolaters; for THEN 
MUST YE NEEDS GO OUT OF THE WORLD. 


But now I have written unto you not. to 
keep company, if any man that is called a 
BROTHER be a fornicator, or covetous, or an 
idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an 
extortioner ; with such an one no not to eat 
(1 Cor. 5: 9-11). 

Paul was making it very plain that the 
Christians at Corinth wouid necessarily 
have contact with sinful people, would have 
to “company with” them, would have to 
eat with them at times, and he was not for- 
bidding this; but only that they should not 
take into their fellowship Christians who 
were dishonoring their profession and the 
Name by living in open sin. 

The same holds true today. It would be 
impossible to live, or to conduct business, 
or to travel, or to do many of the countless 
things the Christian must do from day to 
day if he is to live in this world, if he 
attempted to have nothing to do with busi- 
nesses, or publications, or enterprises of 
any sort that are doing wrong in some 
particular. This would necessitate never 
buying a daily newspaper that carries any 
advertising or reading matter of which the 
individual Christian could not approve — 
and there are probably no such newspapers 
published. He could not travel on any. rail- 
road train that served liquor. He could 
not go to any hotel that sold liquor or 
tobacco. He could not buy anything from 


_ any grocery or department store, or from 


them.”—A Michi-. 
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. any other store, that sold anything of which 


he could not approve, such as liquor, play- 
ing cards, tobacco or similar things. Nor- 
could he consistently pay taxes to any gov- 
ernment that was doing anything of which 
h could not approve — yet the Lord com- 
manded the paying of taxes to one of the 
worst governments this world has ever 
seen, the Roman Empire of his day. 

To buy papers or magazines containing 
some unworthy things, or to deal with busi- 
nesses that do some unworthy things, does 
not mean that we approve of that which is 
unworthy. It is simply one of the unavoid- 
able contacts with the world which Christ 
amd the Scripture sanction. 

Having “fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness,” which is forbidden, 
means taking sins into our own lives, as 
the context in which this passage occurs 
plainly shows (Eph. 5: 1-13). As Dr. Sco- 
field points out in his Reference Bible, in 
comment on 2 Corinthians 6: 14-17: “Sepa- 
ration is not from contact with evil in the 
world or the church, but from complicity 
with and conformity to it.” To subscribe 
to a magazine or newspaper, to use a train 
or a hotel, to buy needed articles from 
stores, all of which businesses may be do- 
ing some things of which the Christian 
cannot approve, is not to have any com- 
plicity or fellowship with that evil, but is 
only having such contact with the world: 
as the Scripture shows is unavoidable while 
we live in the world but are not of it. 








Shocking Moral Standards 
in Colleges Today 




















HREE women were lunching together 

at a professional women’s club. One was 
a teacher in one of our large universities. 
She wanted the advice of the others on a 
question a girl in one of her classes had 
asked her. The girl was engaged to be 
married; her question was this: “We are 
wondering if we had not better try it out. 
What I mean is, living together during the 
Christmas vacation. Then we can decide 
about making it a permanent relationship.” 
She wanted her college teacher’s advice. 


This was a real incident, typical of the 
tragic situation in many schools and col- 
leges today. One of the three women — 
a college graduate, staunch Christian, and 
personal friend of THe SuNnpay ScHOOL 
Times—has written an account of the 
conversation that followed, and of an un- 
expected climax. Another of the three 
women, also a Christian, is known the 
world around and has written more than 
one article for the Times. She exploded 
a bomb, that day, in an address she made 
before a meeting of students and faculty 
members. “Dare I say in this chastely 
classical atmosphere that I believe more 
deeply than ever in the atoning blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ shed on the cross 
for our sins? I do!” And then she de- 
clared her faith in “that blessed hope,” the 
personal return of Christ to reign over 
this earth.

Challenging glimpses of a true foreign mission and the workers ordained of God 











HEN Dr. and Mrs. Goforth were 
Wi: Canada on furlough nine years 

ago their son Fred told them of 
a young student who was just. graduating 
at Knox, and he added: “I believe he is 
the man you would want for China.” Thus 
their acquaintance began with Allan Reoch; 
and before they left, soon after, it was 
settled that he would go to China with 
them. 

Through the trying years that followed, 
God’s loving wisdom in sending them this 
young co-worker was abundantly mani- 
fested. In a personal letter to the Editor 
Mrs. Goforth wrote: “Later Dr. Goforth 
was forced to commit to him [Mr.: Reoch] 
the great Taonan section of our field, even 
though he had been less than two years 
in China. T-wo years later one of the 
China Inland Mission’s most experienced 
missionaries visited Taonan and wrote of 
his visit that in all his wide experience he 
had never come across more intensive: and 
successful evangelism than that which Mr. 
Reoch was doing. Many times I prayed 
that Dr. Goforth’s mantle might fall on 
Mr. Reoch, and God is answering most 
evidently this prayer. Both Dr. Goforth 
and I most earnestly desire that: Mr. Reoch 
and his dear young consecrated wife may 
enter the ‘Times circle.’” 

Last month the Trmes received from Mr. 
Reoch the following illuminating study of 
Dr, and Mrs. Goforth, written just after 
they had left their beloved mission field in 
Manchuria to return to their homeland in 
Canada. Mr. Reoch’s article is given here, 
and then follow extracts from the report 
of the Canadian Presbyterian Mission. 


The Secret of Their Power 


What qualities have made Dr. and Mrs. 
Goforth so outstanding and so marvelously 
used in their work for the Saviour? While 
calling to mind some of the qualities that 
explain the secret of their spiritual ‘power, 
I came across the following “Seven Rules 
for Daily Living” made by Dr, Goforth in 
1894 and written on the fly leaf of his 
Bible: 

1. Seek to give much — expect nothing. 


2. Put the very best construction on 
the actions of others. 

3. Never let a day pass without at least 
a quarter of an hour spent in the study of 
the Bible. 

4. Never omit daily morning and eve- 
ning private prayer and devotions. 

5. In all things seek to know God's 
will and, when known, obey at any cost. 

6. Seek to cultivate a quiet, prayerful 
spirit. 

7. Seek each day to do or say some- 
thing to further Christianity among the 
heathen. 

That Dr. Goforth has lived up to these 
rules there is not the least doubt. He has 
surpassed them. His love for the Bible 
is well known. His Bible has always been 
open, and he has taken every opportunity

to read it. Even. after becoming blind 
he had a Chinese read to him at least twelve 
chapters a day. His loyalty to the Bible 
as the Word of God; and his defense of 
the fundamentals of the faith, have been 
outstanding in his career. 

He is a man of prayer, and through 
prayer and Bible study has sought to know 
God’s will. It is this love for Bible read- 
ing and communion with God that has given 
him the power to move audiences to a con- 
viction of sin and repentance. At all times 
he keeps self in the background and relies 
wholly on the power of the Holy Spirit 
to take of the things of Jesus and reveal 
them unto his hearers. “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my Spirit...” “But 
ye shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” These Scrip- 
tures have ever been his battle cry. 

Though Dr. Goforth’s preaching con- 
tains a stern denunciation of sin, and in no 
case tolerates compromise with sin, he is 
always very tender in dealing with sinners. 

Throughout these forty-seven years Dr. 
Goforth has never lost that passion to 
save souls and to get the message of sal- 
vation out to the unsaved. The hardships 
he has been willing to endure, the scars 
on his body (marks of the Lord Jesus), 
his example at the age of seventy-six, and 
blind, testifying for our Lord with the 
energy of youth, are all proofs of this. 
Not only has his love for the Saviour 
been the impelling motive, but also his 
love for the people. The Chinese are in- 
tensely attached to him.

Not only has he labored in season and 
out, to reconcile lost souls to God through 
the preaching of the cross and shed blood 
of Jesus, but his work in reviving back- 
slidden Christians is too well known to 
need further comment. His prayer has 
been, “O Lord, revive thy work in the 
midst of the years.” 

In all these qualities Mrs. Goforth has 
shared to the full, All through the years 
she has been an able and loyal helper, ren- 
dering effective aid to the cause of Christ 
amid dangerous scenes. While not able 
these last few years to engage as actively 
in the preaching as before, on account of 
ill health, she has carried on an equally 
important work and strenuous correspond- 
ence in connection with the Goforth Evan- 
gelistic Funds Account, a faith work in 
connection with the Mission from which 
most of the evangelists are supported. No- 
where have Dr. and Mrs. Goforth’s faith 
in the promises of God been more strikingly 
shown than in relation to this special fund. 

After having worked in close co-opera- 
tion with Dr. and Mrs. Goforth for many 
years, all these qualities, together with their 
obedience to God, strict honesty, gener- 
osity, kindness, and benevolence remain as 
precious memories, 


“Now That Elijah Is Leaving ee . 

-Dr. Goforth held a week of special meet- 
ings just before leaving. The farewell 
service, which lasted four and a half hours, 
was held on January 20, and was attended 
by a great many of our Chinese leaders. 

Pastor Chiang, who represented the 
Christians from the North, struck a high 
note when he said, “Now ‘that Elijah is 
leaving, we must all be Elishas and pray for 
a double portion of Elijah’s spirit.” He 
urged the necessity of the local congrega- 
tions coming up to complete self-support at 
once, 

Dr. Goforth, speaking from Acts 32, 
dwelt on the Promise of Power, and the 
necessity of being filled with the Holy 
Spirit to save those yet in darkness. The 
Christians from every part of the. field sent 
farewell gifts to Dr. and Mrs. Goforth. 
The silk banners were hung on the walls, 
while a long table was covered with silver 
shields, all manifestations of their love and 
affection for them personally and an ex- 
pression of appreciation of what the Gospel 
of salvation has meant to them. 

A prayer meeting was held in the chapel, ’ 
Dr. Goforth giving the address. There 
was a beautiful scene at the station when 
a large crowd of Chinese sang, “God be 
with you till we meet again,” just before 
the train pulled out. 

Every one expects their forty-seven 
years of eminently fruitful service in China 
and Manchuria to be crowned with rich 
ane among the churches in the home- 
and, 


The result of this aggressive evangelism 
is that precious souls have been won to 
Christ and have the hope of eternal life, 
Some of the old Christians we found in a 
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backslidden condition have been restored. 
One in particular who has been greatly 
used” in opening new centers, especially in 
the country districts, is. Wang Teh Hai. 
He was baptized about twenty-five years 
ago, but shortly afterward an unconverted 
deacon in the church taught him the best 
tricks in gambling. After receiving this 
instruction, Mr. Wang became the most 
notorious gambler in his country and was 
feared because of his constant lawsuiting. 
He had a fierce temper. One day while 
he was listening to the preaching of the 
Gospel, a pastor offered him a Scripture 
portion, but he threw it to the ground with 
contempt and in a rage. The second day, 
however, his hardened heart was touched, 
and he has been out and out for the Lord 
since. He said lately that in his unregen- 
erate days, if anyone stole a chicken out 
of his yard or a pumpkin off his windowsill, 
he would stand on the housetop and swear 
at the neighbors for three days. Now he 
used his flow of language in telling out 
the Gospel story. 

“Out of the Miry Clay” 

Mr. Tung is the most prominent and 
wealthy layman who has joined with us. 
He was baptized three years before the 
Boxer trouble and remained steadfast 
throughout that persecution. Later he be- 
came an Official and rich in this world’s 
goods. He fell from grace and took unto 
himself eight wives in all, spent his days 
in opium smoking, drinking, and gambling. 
He broke every one of the ten command- 
ments more than once. Among other things, 
he sold opium and rented out his build- 
ings for houses of ill fame. He was con- 
verted a year and a half ago and since 
then has been a tower of strength to us in 
the work. He has lived a completely 
changed life ever since, has provided build- 
ings for a church, and gives testimony 
himself. Whereas before he never got up 
in the mornings until near noon, now he is 
at the church at 5 A. M. for early morning 
prayer meeting. 

Mr. Sung of Tailai was not baptized 


when we opened up work there, but he was . 


a- nominal Christian, and his father was 
an elder. However, living away from home, 
he had not received much instruction, but 
was anxious to help. He was selling opium 
on the side, and, when reproved for his 
conduct, slapped faithful pastor T’ang in 
the face. But love and patience won the 
day. Mr. Sung has been made a completely 
new man in Christ and is so humble. He 
is a piliar in the church, and last year, 
when the building of a church was dis- 
cussed, he sold five pigs and brought the 
money to the treasurer for that purpose. 
Among the recent converts, Mr. and 
Mrs. Wang of Tailai are outstanding. 
When, in the autumn of 1930, the mission- 
ary was doing evangelistic work in that 
city, he went out with the colporteur sell- 
ing Scripture portions. One of those to 
buy was a soldier. Later he went to a 
shop to find out what they were about, as 
he couldn’t read. He only bought them 
because they were so cheap. The manager 
in the shop said he didn’t know and gave 
away the ones he had bought to Mr. Wang, 
who then went to the chapel and heard the 
Gospel for the first time. He was so im- 
pressed that he decided to become a Chris- 
tian, On reaching home he smashed up his 
opium lamps, for beside being a soldier, 
he ran an opium den. Mrs. Wang became 
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just as ardent a Christian as her husband. 
What a change the light and love of Jesus 
brought into that dark and sinful home! 
Now, four years later, we find Mr. Wang 
working as an evangelist. Mrs. Wang 
went to Bible college at her own expense; 
and does voluntary preaching among the 
women. They are a marvelous couple, 
showing in their lives the power of the 
saving grace of God. 

At T’a Tze Ch’eng, Mr. Yang was lame 
from the use of opium and morphine. He 
was led to the church through the happi- 
ness radiating from a Christian, in spite 
of very troublous times. After accepting 
Jesus as his Saviour, he was healed body 
and soul and is now one of their church 
managers. 

A young man living in the country, a 
few hundred miles from here, was brought 
under the influence of the Gospel last sum- 
mer. Before, he was the leader of a gang 
who were the terror of the neighborhood. 
He made ninety-five on an examination on 
the Book of Daniel at the Summer Bible 
School,- and is now in business making 
an honest living. 

One of the Bible women at Szepingkai, 
Martha Chang, was a Mohammedan with 
no education. Now, through the grace of 
God, she has become a Christian, can read, 
and is a most promising worker. 

Another who has come out on the Lord’s 
side, is Chang Pao Cheng. He was living 
in Szepingkai with his mother, wife, and. 
family. When his mother became ill, his 
wife decided to. consult a fortune-teller, as 
things were going from bad to worse in 
spite of her daily burning incense to pla- 
cate the gods. Seeing her distress, and 
having listened sympathetically to her tale 
of woe, the villainous fortune-teller said 
that their little daughter was the cause of 
all their troubles and that they would have 
to get rid of her. Mrs. Chang was to keep 
on a vegetable diet, burn twice as much 
incense, and finally give him a liberal con- 
tribution for his advice. 


Trying to Sell Her Daughter 

For the next few days, Mrs. Chang could 
be seen walking up and down the streets 
of Szepingkai, carrying her daughter in 
her arms. The child was all dressed up in 
her best clothes with a piece of straw stick- 
ing in a buttonhole. That was a sign the 
girl was for sale. Much as they hated to 
part with her, it was felt necessary to take 
the advice of the fortune-teller. But no- 
body wanted to buy the girl, and wouldn't 
take her even for nothing, as every family 
had enough to do to make ends meet with- 
out adding to the experises in this way. 

One day while walking around looking 
for a prospective buyer, Mrs. Chang stop- 
ped at the market place where a theatrical 
performance was in progress. The church 
had also put up a tent and, taking advan- 
tage of the large numbers present, preached 
daily to the crowds.. Mrs, Chang heard the 
Gospel for the first time, went home and 
told her husband. The next day Mr. Chang 
went, and was even more impressed than 
she was. They decided for Christ, went 
home and smashed their idols, determined 
not to sell the child but to trust in Jesus 
for the recovery of the sick. From that 
time on, the old woman began to recover, 
and is still hale and hearty. ee 

Later Mr. Chang was made an elder at 
Szepingkai. Now he is out preaching in 
a very wild district. When he was a young

man living in Shantung, he broke every 
commandment and lived a very bad life. 
How completely he was changed by Christ! 
He became so gentle and tender and could 
be trusted absolutely and was constantly 
sent to the bank on business. A year ago he 
returned to his old home for a short visit 
and won family after family for the Lord. 

A typical case of how the Christians 
stood firm during the chaotic conditions 
prevailing two years ago may be seen in 
the case of the Sun girls. My notebook tells 
the tale better than memory could recall. 

“If you don’t tell me where your father 
is, ’11 kill you,” said a rough looking Chi- 
ese bandit to the thirteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. Sun, as he grabbed her tightly 
around the throat. 

“I don’t know where my father is, and 
even if you kill me, I can’t tell you where 
he has fled to because I don’t know,” she 
replied in a calm voice. 

Singing for the Bandits 

The unperturbed manner of this country 
girl in the face of danger was so different 
from what they had ever seen that one 
bandit asked of his companion in evil, 
“What kind of a girl is this?” 

“I’m a Christian,” she said, slowly rais- 
ing her head (for she had been standing 
bowed in silent prayer). “I think you 
would like to hear me sing,” she ventured. 

“Yes, sing us a song,” the bandits 
shouted. 

She sang them a hymn, and they were 
so pleased that they wanted to hear some 
more, “Wait until I call my cousin and 
we'll sing together. You will like that 
better still,’ was her reply. When her 
cousin, a girl about her own age arrived, 
they sang another hymn, and the robbers 
were so delighted that they returned all oi 
her father’s goods they had stolen. “Please 
give back my uncle’s things, too,” she 
boldly pleaded, and they did as she asked. 
Not only did they do that, but on leaving 
gave her two dollars as well.

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A California Bible Conference for Boys 


Where they may have the fun of camp life 
and the spiritual blessing of real Bible study

BOYS’ Bible conference, conducted 
A by William G. and Mrs, Graves, 

was held, June 25 to July 2, 1034, in 
Glenn’s Ranch Canyon in the San Ber- 
nardino Mountains sixty-five miles east of 
Los Angeles. Ninety-seven boys attended. 
Some 500 boys have attended the four such 
conferences so far held, in addition to vis- 
itors and guest speakers, The total attend- 
ance last year was I10. 

To gather from one to two hundred 
boys; transport them to the conference 
site; organize them, feed them, and other- 
wise care for them; to teach them out of 
the Word of God for a week; to win as 
many as possible to Christ; to comply with 
health and safety regulations, and return 
them to their homes —all this is no small 
job. There were from forty to fifty con- 
versions last year and a strengthening of 
the spiritual life of many already saved. 

The following were the published re- 
quirements: Ages from sixth grade to high 
school inclusive; a charge of $4.25 per boy 
to cover food and transportation; each boy 
to bring blankets, towels, soap, tooth brush, 
bathing suit, comb, plate, cup, knife, fork, 
spoon, notebook, pencil, Bible, and lunch 
for the first day. Belongings were rolled 
in blankets, thus doing away with suit 
cases, 

Interested friends paid the overhead 
charge for quite a number of boys unable 
to meet the cost. These boys’ Bible con- 
ferences reach many boys whom the Sun- 
day school and church never reach. 

Miss Emily Moses (Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles, ’34), a graduate nurse, was 
in’ attendance with a full supply of first- 
aid remedies to watch over the boys’ health 
and well-being. No serious illness or acci- 
dents occurred, 

The ninety-seven boys of the 1934 con- 
ference were divided into eight st‘b-camps, 
each under a camp leader who was held 
responsible for that camp as to welfare, 
behavior, and spiritual growth. Most of 
these camp leaders were graduates of the 
Bible Institute of Los Angeles. They were 
young enough to chum with the boys and 
old enough to control them. 

The following were the camp rules: 1 
No wading in Lytle Creek (which flowed 
through the camp site). 2. Keep on east 
side of the creek. 3. Cut no green stick 
(a forest regulation). 4. All in at taps. 
5. No boy or boys to leave camp withovt 
their leaders. 6. All boys in attendance at 
all camp meetings. 7. Throw no stones. 
8. No lying down in meetings, 

In addition there were strict regulations 
concerning sanitation, fire prevention, sub- 
camp order, neatness, and the like. The 
boys slept on the ground under the trees, 
each sub-camp with their leader by them- 
selves. Also each camp sat with its leader 
at meetings and at meals. 

The daily schedule, bulletined where all 
could see it, was as follows: 5.30, rise at 
sound of bugle; 6.15, devotion in woods at 
“Shady Nook’; 7.00, breakfast in dining 
hall at bugle call; 8.00, see nurse in hos- 


pital tent by camps in order; 9.00, Bible 
class in “Shady Nook” at bugle call; 10.00, 
free—in camp; 11.00, meeting in “Shady 
Nook” at bugle call; 12.30, dinner; 1.15, 
see nurse; 1.45, recreation — games, short 
hikes, and the like; 4.30, meeting in “Shady 
Nook” at bugle call; 5.30, supper; 6.45, 
camp fire at bugle call; 9.45, all in at taps. 
Certain camps were daily assigned to spe- 
cial duty as “kitchen police.” 

Many pastors, missionaries, and other 
workers spoke and otherwise lent their 
aid. E. L. Wilder, pastor of Trinity Con- 
gregational Church, Los Angeles, gave sev- 
eral of the fine, illustrated sermons for 
which he is well known. Irwin Moon, an- 
other Los Angeles pastor, made the story 
of Jonah and the “great fish” so plain no 
boy could fail to believe that famous story. 
Harold R. Cook, home on furlough from 
his mission station in the Orinoco River 
field, spoke twice. A missionary offering 
of dimes, nickels, and pennies originally in- 
tended for candy and fishhooks was taken. 
It amounted to $1.77. 

J. E. Kester, who is now with the China 
Inland Mission, gave the boys one of the 
finest Bible studies of the entire confer- 
ence. And always the boys had the strong, 
Biblical, eye-to-eye and heart-to-heart mes- 
sages of Mr. Graves himself. The writer 
of this report gave two talks. 

No meeting, camp fire or otherwise, 
was Closed without a strong appeal to un- 
saved boys to yield their lives to God. 
Many responded. And often, after the 
camp fire meetings, the leaders, with their 
pocket flash lights turned on the open 
Word, dealt and prayed with their unsaved 
friends until the bugle sounded, “Turn in.” 

The Boys’ Bible Conference of this year 
will be held at Camp Bethel, Bible con- 
ference grounds, thirty-five miles east of 
Los Angeles, June 23 to July 1, inclusive. 
The charges, rules, and organization will 
be practically the same as_ heretofore. 
Some of the best young people’s speakers 
obtainable in Southern California will be 
present. An attendance of from 200 to 
250 boys is anticipated. Prayers of the 
Christian public for this year’s conference 
will be greatly appreciated.

How We Kept Up

bad OUR Primary Department the girls 
always outnumbered the boys in sum- 
mer. As the boys began to drop. away 
those who did come began to lose interest, 
too, because it looked as though the de- 
partment was mostly for girls. 

So we started quite early in spring to 
plan against this usual summer slump 
among the boys. First we began a con- 
test to see if the boys could not outdo the 
girls in attendance, punctuality, lesson in- 
terest, and offerings. 

We divided the two groups by seating 
boys on the left side of the room and girls 
on the right through the summer. The 
offerings were taken separately, boys from 
each class being provided with trays for 
their offerings and girls with trays for 
theirs. When it was counted the boys 
were credited with their share and the 
girls with theirs before the class offering 
as a whole was entered on the record. 
Boys and girls were counted for attendance 
also while they were so seated, and tardi- 
ness was taken account of and recorded 
separately from the general class records. 

We held picnics each summer month, 
with thrilling games and contests between 
boys and girls. We selected individual boys 
and individual girls from certain classes to 
compete with one another, and also teams 
of two, three, or four boys and teams of 
the same number of girls, without regard 
to the class they were in, for certain stunts. 

It was a rule of our summer program 
that no one but regularly attending mem- 
bers of the Sunday school should attend 
these picnics. We took into account illness 
and absence from town for vacation, as 
these were things the children could not 
help. 

Each week we awarded the banner to 
the side, boys or girls, that had the best 
record for the day, taking in all points in 
the contest. Each month we awarded pits 
to all pupils who had a perfect record for 
the month. At the end of the summer we 
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awarded pins to all who had a perfect rec- 
ord for the summer, these being a little 
better than the celluloid award pins we 
gave for monthly honors, 

In the games we awarded letters to those 
who won a certain number of events 
through the season. We also gave a felt 
banner to the boys, because they won more 
events than the girls. One class of girls 
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won a felt banner because there were more 
members in their class who had won spe- 
cial honors than in any other class in the 
department. 

All together the program for the sum- 
mer was a success, because we did hold our 
boys and many of the girls who might have 
dropp.d away.

Paul’s High-Priestly Prayer 


| A striking comparison between two well 


By Ernest Gordon 








HE loftiest words in the Gospel were spoken by our Lord after the Supper and on 


the eve of his betrayal. The loftiest words in the Epistles are found in the prison 
Epistle to the Ephesians. There are indications that Paul had been meditating on the 
last discourses of Christ, and the prayer with which he closed the great theological and 
Christological first half of the Letter to the Ephesians, before he passed to the practical 
and ‘ethical last half, has in each verse striking pare!lelisms with our Lord’s High- 
Priestly Prayer in John 17. Ephesians 3: 14-21 is in a sense Paul’s High-Priestly Prayer. 


Let us look at these parallels. 


EPHESIANS 3 


For this cause I bow my knees unto the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Of whom the whole aay, in heaven 
and earth is named. 


That he would grant you, according to 
the riches of his glory. 

Strengthened with might by his Spirit in 
the inner man, 

That Christ may dwell in your hearts by 
faith. 

May be able to comprehend . . . what is 
the breadth, and length, and depth, and 
height. 

And to know the love of Christ, which 
passeth knowledge. 

Filled with all the fulness of God. 


Now unto him that hath power [dun- 
ameno] to do exceedingly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the power 
that worketh in us. 

Unto him be glory in the church by 
Christ Jesus throughout all ages, world 
without end, 


The end of both prayers closes in this cosmic note.

It is the 


invariable New Testament order, — beginning in suffering, ending in glory. 
There are other indications in the earlier parts of this third chapter to the Ephesians, 


In the twelfth verse Paul had said: 


“In whom we have boldness and access with confidence by the faith of him.” 

The ground of our boldness and access are the words of the High-Priestly Prayer: 

“At that day ye shall ask in my name: and I say not unto you, that I will pray the 
Father for you: for the Father himself loveth you.” 

Our Lord had spoken of mysterious parables. Paul speaks of disclosed mysteries. 


Thus 


The mystery, which ie the beginning of 
the world hath been hid i . « might 
» known by the church the manifold wisdom 
of God. 


These things have I spoken unto you in 
proverbs: but the time cometh, when I ge 
no mere speak unto you in proverbs, but I 
shall shew you plainly of the Father.: 


All this seems to show that Paul was familiar with our Lord’s utterances at the 





Last Supper. These utterances would have been written down immediately and preserved 
as the holiest treasure of the Church. They strike the loftiest notes of divinity. They 
were, in view of their supreme importance, no doubt immediately accepted and circulated 
among’ the churches. Paul himself would have known them by heart.

mot to seek happiness in his riches, or in 
self-indulgence, or in possessing a fine rep- 
utation in the mind of his fellows. He 
must first trust in the Lord for personal 
salvation, coming as a penitent to the cross, 
and in faith receiving forgiveness of his - 
sins as a gift, remembering that God made 
Jesus, who knew nothing of sin, to be sin 
for us (2 Cor. 5:21, Weymouth). Then 
he must go on to trust Christ for guidance 
day by day and for deliverarice from all 
things evil, and seek to grow in grace 
through prayer, and in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ through meditating 
on his Word. This is the godliness which, 
with contentment, Paul in writing to Tim- 
othy spoke of as “great gain” (1 Tim. 6: 
6). All the gain that the worldly man 
looks for to bring him happiness fails be- 
cause it does not carry contentment in its 
train. 

On the subject of contentment, there is 


‘a great deal of comfort in the following 


verses : 


“If Jesus came to earth again 
nd walked and talked in. field and street ; : 
Who would not lay his burden down 
Low at those heavenly feet? 


“Would leave the loom and leave the lute, 
And leave the volume on the shelf, 

To follow Him, unqueStioning, mute, 
If *twere the Lord Himself. 


“Would leave the baffling earthly prize, 
That foils his daily best endeavor, 
To gaze into His loving eyes 
And drink content for ever.” 


These lines indicate turning from the 
world, and all that is in the world, and 
finding the secret of happiness in fellow- 
ship with the Lord Jesus himself. Con- 
sider the last line of the little poem— 
“and drink content for ever.” Is it not 
worth everything to do so? We think of 
what Jesus said to the poor woman of 
Sychar, “Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst” 
(John 4:14). The water that the Lord 
Jesus gives, and which takes away the de- 
sire for anything else, is his own indwell- 
ing self. He becomes in the believer a well 
of water to slake not only his. personal 
thirst, but that of others. 

How shall we realize the Lord’s pres- 
ence? It may-be that we have been wan- 
dering from him, that we feel we have 
not the power in our lives that we used 
to have. Well, we may recover the bless- 
ing and know his indwelling again simply 
by faith, “Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you?” (1 Cor. 3:16.) Accept 
it as true, despite your feelings. Keep be- 
lieving all the time. If you answer “I 
cannot see it,” then come to him afresh 
as you did for the new birth and lay every 
burden, and every sin “low at those heavenly 
feet.” He is always inviting you. With’ 
the Lord Jesus it is “Come” all the time. 
“If any man hear my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in to him, and will sup 
with him, and he with me” (Rev. 3:20).

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


REATEST of all facts concerning 

human life and activity today is the 

fact that God the Holy Spirit is 
on earth, living in the Christian -Church 
and in each Christian. How j|ittle the 
world recognizes it! When the mighty 
God lived on earth among men for a gen- 
eration, how little attention the world paid 
to that fact! But the vital question is 
what we Christians are doing about the 
presence of the Holy Spirit. Let us make 
this lesson, with its marvelous Scripture 
passages on the Holy Spirit, the occasion 
of learning what it means to live by the 
power of the Spirit. 


The Historical Setting 


The three periods of the Holy Spirit’s 
activities for men are represented in the 
twelve lesson passages: Joel’s prophecy in 
the Old Testament, possibly 800 B. C.; the 
passages in Luke and John, during our 
Lord’s ministry; the Acts and the Epistles, 
following Pentecost, from A. D. 30 to 63. 


Verse by Verse 


John 16: 7.—The Comforter. “Paraclete,” 
one called to be alongside of, a Comforter 
and much more. I will send him, (Ci. 


.John 14:16; 14:26; 15:26.) 


Verse 8—He will reprove the world. 
Through them convict the world, some unto 


to the will of God. 
1 Advocate, of, 
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salvation, some unto condemnation (2 Cor. 
2:14, 15). Of sin, and of righteousness, 
and of judgment. These are the three 
things the world was convicted of through 
the personal presence of the Lord Jesus; 
this is a key to the understanding of the 
passage (cf. 15: 22-24; 3:18, 19; 17:25; 
14:7, 9; Acts 3:14; Luke 10:17). 

Verse 9.—Of sin, because they believe 
not on me. Not only convicted of the sin 
of rejecting Christ, but shown to be sin- 
ners because they do not believe (15: 22, 
24). 

Verse 10—Of righteousness, because I 
go to, my Father. Usually interpreted to 
mean that Christ is proved to be righteous 
through his death and resurrection and ex- 
altation to the right hand of God. Others 
refer it to the righteousness that Christ 
provides for men (Rom, 1: 173 Phil. 3:9). 
But these interpretations give no explana- 
tion for the words that are added: and ye 
see me no more, These words, together 
with the whole context, suggest the inter- 
pretation that as Christ in his earthly life 
revealed to the world what righteousness 
is; so the Holy Spirit, coming into believers, 
revealing Christ in and through them, will 
convict of righteousness, though believers 
are not sinless as Christ was (cf. 1 John 
3:20; 3:7; Act® 3:14: 24:45). ° The 
world sees Spirit-filled men believing in 
Christ, which they do not, and sees them 
as righteous, which they are not. 


Verse 11.—Of judgment, because the 
prince of this world is judged. Just as 
the Lord on earth had complete control

over demons, convicting men that Satan 
is a defeated foe (cf. Luke 10:18; 1 John 
4:4; 5:19). 

Romans 8:10.—If Christ be in you. 
Since Christ is in you (v. 9). The body 
is dead because of sin. That is, incapable 
of righteousness (cf. 7: 18, 24). It is also 
true that the body has in it the seeds of 
physical death, but the primary reference 
all through this passage is to spiritual life 
and death. But the Spirit is life because 
of righteousness. Although the body is 
dead, yet in contrast to that, the spirit 
(the human spirit) is life because of the 
righteousness that Christ brings, through’ 
the Holy Spirit. 


Verse 11.—Dwell in you, The Holy Spirit. 
lives in every believer (v. 9; 1 Cor. 3: 16;. 
6:19). Shall also. quicken your mortal 
bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 
The Holy Spirit gives supernatural life,, 
enabling this body, dead because of sin, to, 
do holy and righteous things by the power 
of the Spirit. Paul has no reference to 
“divine healing,” either in this verse or in 
any other verse in Romans. The resurrec-! 
tion of the body is the culmination of our 
salvation (v. 23); but here the emphasis 
is upon present resurrection life imparted 
by the Holy Spirit, earnest of our full 
future redemption. 


Verse 13.—If ye through the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds of the body. The “doings 
of the body” is another expression for the 
works of the flesh. These are to be ptt 
to death, not by self-effort, but by the 
power of the Holy Spirit through faith 
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(cf. Col. 3:5; Eph. 4:22). 
(Cf. 6: 22 and 8: 14.) 

Verse 15.—Spirit of bondage again to 
fear. (Rom. 6:17; 7:5,°14, 24; Heb. 2: 
15; Gal. 5:1.) 


Verse 16.—The Spirit itself. A very re- 
grettable translation. It should be himself, 
Beareth witness with our spirit. He 
bears witness not to, but with our spirit, 
to our sonship (cf. Gal. 4:6). 


Verse 17.—Joint-heirs with Christ. Not 
equal heirs, but joint-heirs. Christ is the 
“heir of all things” (Heb, 1:2; John 3: 
35; 16:15). We, united with him, share 
all things with him (Rom. 8:32). Won- 
derful! Jf so be that we suffer with him, 
that we may be also glorified together. 
First suffering, then glory, is the order for 
the Lord Jesus, and all those united with 
him (1 Pet. 1:11; Matt. 16:24, 25; John 
12: 24-26; Col. 1:24; 2 Tim. 2:11, 123 
1 Pet. 4: 13). 


Verse 26.—The Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities. Our infirmity, the weakness 
of our spiritual life apart from God, mani- 
fested in not knowing how to pray as we 
ought. With groanings which cannot be 
uttered. Earnest, inexpressible longings. 
Compare the two “groanings” in verses 
22, 23 (cf. 2 Cor. 5:2). F 


Verse 27.—Intercession for the saints 
according to the will of God. He inter- 
cedes for that which it is God’s purpose 
to bestow, as set forth in the verses that 
follow. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Life offers but two ways: God’s way and 
Satan’s way, the way of the flesh and the 
way of the Holy Spirit. Christians born 
of the Spirit, delivered from bondage, are 
to walk or live in the Spirit, filled with 
the Spirit, bearing the fruit of the Spirit, 
led by the Spirit, praying and serving and 
doing all things by the Holy Spirit. What 
does this mean? How is it accomplished? 
God the Father gave all things to his Son. 
He has given his Son to us, and with him 
he has freely given all things. The Holy 
Spirit takes the things of Christ and re- 
veals them to us, making them real in 
our life.. He takes the joy and peace of 
Christ, the victory and power, and all that 
is in Christ, and gives them to us. This 
is the message of John 16 and of Romans 
8. Why then are Christians weak and 
defeated, sad and discouraged? God’s plan 
is to have Christians continue to live by the 
power of the Spirit from the moment they 
are saved. If Christians are not doing that, 
there is need of a crisis of surrender and 
faith,— the recognition of what the in- 
dwelling Spirit means, followed by a con- 
tinued putting to death of the doings of the 
body, by the power of the Spirit, through 
faith.

I have fallen down far, very far, short 
of my desire, but neither my own conscience 
nor any of my acquaintances can say I 
have not earnestly tried. There are all 
sorts of leadings in this world of ours — 
Pleasure, Knowledge, Ambition, Wealth, 
and these are all right as far as they go, 
but they do not go all the way. 

Pleasure pales. Knowledge fails. Am- 
bition stales. Wealth wails (Jas. 5:1). 


- But when the Spirit of God leads we ar- 


rive right into the royal family of Heaven, 
for, accepting the statement from the divine 
source, we are the “sons of God.” Sons 
of God have pleasures that are always 
acute and up-building, Knowledge that al- 


way sticks, and Ambition that is always: 


fresh for each new day. 

Come to Coatesville some Sunday and let 
me show you little old Rock Run’s Mis- 
sion Sunday School and see it striking on 
all sixteen cylinders and making 100 miles 
an hour! 


“Unanswered Prayer.”—We know not 
what we should pray for as we ought: but 
the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
(v. 26). No truer word in Scripture than 
this. Not one of us knows what is best 
for him. I know a man—yes, several of 
him — who -thought wealth a good thing 
for him. For all I know he may have 
prayed for it. At any rate, he got it. 
When he moved up into five figures a year 
and kept going he moved out of the circle 
of Happiness and Fair Content into the 


zone of Care and Apprehension (Matt. 13: 


22; Jas. 5: 1-3). 


His children are idlers, wasters, and 


Having gotten rid of my “con-: 
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social climbers. They are liabilities, both 
to their family and to the community, in- 
stead of assets, as they should be with their 
opportunities and position and means. It 
is a striking fact that almost every achiev- 
ing man in America came from a family 
and home of small and moderate income. 
Almost every one from a home where 
prayer is made. 

I heard Bishop Fiske quote (from 
“Prayers Old and New”) the following in 
a Lenten sermon in Philadelphia. This old 
prayer will fit in here.

Beginning: Cleopas. 
Discussion: The things the Holy Spirit 
will enable a fellow to do and enjoy. 


Objective: Being a channel of the Holy 
Spirit’s power. 


AY, fellows, maybe you wonder why 

we are starting out with Cleopas, in a 
lesson whose subject is The Holy Spirit. 
Well, Cleopas stands with me for an almost 
missed opportunity, and that is a possi- 
bility to any fellow who fails to recognize 
the presence, the power, and the attitude 
of the Holy Spirit. Cleopas, you know, 
was one of the two disciples walking to 
Emmaus (the other is not named) when 
the risen Lord came alongside and they 
talked to him as a stranger, not knowing 
who he was—until at the last moment 
when he sat down to eat with them. Then 
he vanished (Luke 24: 13-35). 

There is another scene in the Old Tes- 
tament somewhat like that, where Elisha’s 
servant sees the hosts of Benhadad sur- 
rounding the city into which they had taken 
refuge, and cried, “Alas, my master! hédw 
shall we do?” and Elisha prayed that the 
Lord would open the servant’s eyes, which 
the Lord did, “and he saw: and, behold, 
the mountain was full of horses and char- 
iots of fire round about Elisha” (2 Kings 
6:15-17). The armies of Heaven were 
all about them to protect them. In both 
those instances, God opened the eyes of his 
servants that they might see who had been 
there all the time. 

Fellows, I would like to introduce you 
to the Holy Spirit. His character, his 
presence, his power, and his love for peo- 
ple are little known and less understood. 
I tried to talk to you about him back there 
in February when we had the lesson about 
Pentecost; that was more about what re- 
sulted when his mighty power worked 
through believing disciples. One might be 


tempted to say that that was a thing which - 


might happen in the times of the Bible, 
but not now. I want you to know that 
the Holy Spirit is as ready to do mighty 
things through God’s trusting and yielded 
servants today as he was in those days. 
There are two things hard to realize 
about the Holy Spirit. One is the vast- 
ness of his power; the other is the avail- 
ability of his power. There is one physi- 
cal element that will help you to understand 
something of both. It is the air you 
breathe. How much air is there available 
for breathing purposes? Can you estimate 
it? Will you measure the space between 
earth and the stratosphere, then calculate 
the cubic feet of the air envelope enclosing 
the earth? If you can, you have a very 
faint illustration of the extent of the Holy 
Spirit’s power available for his work upon 
the earth. And how do you appropriate the 
air to your lungs? Why, you just open 
and breathe it. Receiving the Holy Spirit 
is as simple as that—on your part. It 
is a wonderful token of God’s gracious way 
of dealing with us. That which we need 
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most is in the greatest abundance and most 
simply acquired. It is true in the physical 
world. That. element without which you 
would most quickly die is air, and it is in 
greater abundance than any other element. 
The world does not treat you that way; 
the demand for a thing and the need of 
it is the occasion of running the cost of it 
up, making it the more difficult to obtain. 
But God has supplied air in such abun- 
dance that no man need ever be without it, 
and it is equally available to rich and poor 
without cost. So in the spiritual realm is 
the Holy Spirit. The only price is to ask. 
“If ye then, being evil,” said our Lord, 
“know how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?” (Luke 11: 13.) 

Fellows, do not miss the great Gift — 
the Holy Spirit— through whom we may 
know the Lord Jesus Christ, and through 
him, God the Father.

He 
would be in our house, wouldn’t he, but 
he couldn’t use any of the house except 
this one room. He might stay a long time, 
but just in one room, 

But another guest comes, and we ask 
him in and take him to a guest room, and 
show him the other rooms, and tell him 
to make himself at home. We even let 
him come into the kitchen and talk to us 
as we work there. He has all of the house 
to use and enjoy. 

Do you know your heart is just like 
this house — it has many rooms, When you 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ as your Sav- 
iour, he, by his Holy Spirit, comes into 
your heart to live.

Lesson 10. The New Testament 
By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D. 


JAMES 


RACTICAL James, brother of the Lord 

and head of the Jerusalem church, 
writes to Hebrew Christians, yet gives a 
message much needed by all. He speaks 
of trials, prayer, temptation, the use of 
the tongue, respect of persons, judging one 
another, warning to the rich, the second 
coming of Christ, taking oaths, prayer for 
the sick. The Letter is full of vivid fig- 
ures of speech taken from nature, like 
the surge of the sea, the flower of the 
grass, the scorching winds, the fountain 
giving forth sweet water and bitter. The 
Letter is written in the style of Old Tes- 
tament Proverbs, and many of the teach- 
ings of the Sermon on the Mount are em- 
phasized. It is a message that stirs to 
good works, yet James perfectly agrees 
with Paul in making good works the fruit 
that comes from a regenerated life of faith. 


1 PETER 


ETER, in obedience to his Lord’s com- 

mission, writes his two Letters to 
strengthen the brethren (Luke 22: 32). It 
is the transformed Peter, fragrant in ‘his 
humble faith in Christ, “exhorting, and 
testifying” of the true grace of God, that 
the believers might stand fast therein 
(5:12). 

The first chapter presents a glorious pic- 
ture of our threefold salvation; salvation 
past, in the forgiveness of sins and the new 
birth; salvation present, kept by the power 
of God; salvation future, in the incor- 
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ruptible inheritance, ready to be revealed 
in the last times. The note of suffering 
runs through the Letter, and along with 
suffering the glory that is to follow.- It 
may. well be called the Epistle of Hope, 
though it is really the epistle of faith, hope, 
and love. 

The message on suffering leads to two 
great expositions of the meaning of the 
death and resurrection of Christ, the same 
topic that was prominent in all of Peter’s 
sermons (2: 19-25; 3:14 to 4:2). There 
are many passages that recall Peter’s own 
experiences, such as that concerning the 
living stones (2: 4-10). There are no less 
than thirteen quotations from the Old Tes- 
tament in this short Letter, and a number 
of references also to the teaching of Paul 
and other New Testament writers. 


2 PETER 


ged wrote this second Letter shortly 
before his death, which he beautifully 
refers to as the putting off of this taber- 
nacle, The Letter is noted for these mes- 
sages: the precious and exceeding great 
promises; faith, virtue, knowledge; the 
transfiguration; the terrific condemnation 
of false teachers; the day of the Lord; 
Paul and his epistles. The word “knowl- 
edge” may be taken as a key to the Letter. 
Grace and peace are multiplied in the 
knowledge of God and Jesus our Lord. 
In our virtue we are to supply knowledge. 
The famous list of qualities, beginning with 
faith and ending.with love, are to make 
us diligent unto the knowledge of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This knowledge is to pre- 
serve us in the midst of false teachers and 
wicked men. We escape the defilement of 
the world through the knowledge of the 
Lord. The Letter closes with an exhor- 
tation to grow in the grace and knowledge 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Peter tells us the coming of the Lord is 
delayed because of the long-suffering of 
God and his desire that all should come to 
repentance. He describes the coming of 
the day of God, with its climax in the de- 
struction of the earth, and the new heaven 
and the new earth, which evidently comes 
at the end of the thousand year “day of the 
Lord.”

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Organizing the Lesson Material 
By Clarence H. Benson 


ANY have the impression that the 

preparation of the lesson is complete 
when sufficient material has been secured 
to “fill in the time.” While it is an un- 
pardonable sin for any teacher to “mark 
time” waiting for the closing bell, never- 
theless he has something more to do than 
simply to “keep going.” Lesson material 
must be organized. There must be a proc- 
ess of elimination as well as accumulation. 
It is the teacher’s business to complete his 
lesson. He will not be able to teach all 
there is to teach, but he should complete 
all that he has planned to teach, and his 
material should be organized with that in 
mind, Lesson material may be said to be 
well organized when it is outlined and fitted 
into the lesson period. But the lesson mate- 
rial has not only to do with the time at 
our disposal, but with the pupil as well. 
To this end its orgahization must concern 
itself with: 
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1. Aim of instruction, Plan for the par- 
ticular needs of your class.. Put yourself 
in the pupil’s place. Try to see the lesson 


from his standpoint and build it into his 
life, 


2. Methods employed. More material 
will be required in the lecture than in the 
discussion method. A good teacher will 
probably select several methods in order 
to make an effectual presentation of the 
lesson, but the organization of the material 
will have an important bearing upon it, 
The conquest of Joshua or the journeys of 
Paul, for example, will call for visual in- 
struction or maps. 


3. Illustrations selected, Illustrations are 
a part of the lesson material and should 
be accumulated and applied in the process 
of preparation. If you leave them to the 
inspiration of the moment while teaching, 
you are quite likely to omit them. 


4. Application to be made, Every pupil 
in the class has specific needs. The’ wise 
teacher who has made his pupils as much 
a study as his Bible will plan to adapt the 
lesson material to the needs of each par- 
ticular scholar. 


5. Pupil’s co-operation. Whether the 
pupil is a participating helper or a passive 
hearer will depend upon how the material 
is organized. What questions can be asked 
that will be thought-provoking? What 
‘portions of the lesson would make interest- 
ing topics for discussion? What subjects 
best lend themselves for assignment as re- 
search work? All this must be thought out 
and prepared in advance.

We shall not get far in the matter of 
conquering anger until we. realize the seri- 
ousness of it in a Christian’s life. Paul, 
in Galatians 5, lists anger among a number 
of other hideous “works of the flesh.” 
There we_find it hand in hand with adul- 
tery, fornication, uncleanness, lascivious- 
ness, idolatry, witchcraft, envyings, mur- 
ders, drunkenness, and the like. And we 
find Paul summing up this list with the 
solemn words, “As I have also told you 
in time past, that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God” (Gal. 
5:2r). 

In one of the portions selected for our 
Scripture. lesson the Lord Jesus himself 
links- anger with murder. (Matt. 5: 21- 
24), recognizing that anger, unrestrained, 
leads to murder in the heart, even if it 
.does not bear the fruit of murder in deed. 

: . pe ; 

It is well that we should also recognize 
that there is a false method of controlling 
or conquering anger. A Quaker woman 
demonstrated such a false method, when, 
with her niece, she was subjected to the 
impertinence of a store clerk. Her niece 
said to her afterward, “Why, Auntie, I 
don’t see how you could keep so calm. . I 
was burning with indignation, and yet not 
even a ruffle on your cap stirred.” 

“Ah,” replied the woman, “I did not 
boil over, but thee did not know how I 
was boiling inside.” 

This method of controlling anger is a 
counterfeit method. It is the method of 
suppression. When we look carefully into 
the Word of God we see that it is not 
enough merely to bottle up the evil that 
is within so that no one may observe it. 
God requires a clean heart. He does not 
offer us a victory that will merely keep 
us from boiling over. He offers to save 
to the uttermost. ~ 


Another form of counterfeit victory over 
anger: is the one sometimes used ‘when we 
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seek to be less angry today than we were 
yesterday, and, tomorrow, to improve still 
further, until at length we gain coniplete 
control over ourselves. The folly of such 
an effort is made plain when we apply it 
to one who is a thief. Would: you have 
much confidence in a Saviour who offered 
a victory over the temptation of stealing 
that meant that today a thief would steal 
less than he did yesterday, and tomorrow 
find still further restraint, until eventually 
he came to the place where he did not steal 
at all? 
we 


No, indeed! We have a Saviour that 
is infinitely above all this, and the vic- 
tory he offers us over the sin of anger, 
and over all sin, is absolute and complete. 
It is illustrated by a young missionary 
in India who had a particularly exasper- 
ating servant. Many times, when this 
servant had been especially trying, the 
missionary had felt the impulse to slam 
the door after the servant. She had, how- 
ever, sufficient moral strength and self- 
control to keep her from such action. But 
when she came to see the truth of the 
victory that the Lord Jesus offers in his 
Word, she testified to an amazing new 
experience. “Why,” she said, “I not only 
did not slam the door, but I did not even 
want to slam it.” 

“Sin shall not have dominion over you” 
(Rom. 6:14). That is the kind of vic- 
tory that God offers us if we will take 
it. ‘The method is simple. He asks us 
to cease from our own effort of trying 
not to be angry, and to trust him so to 
live in our hearts that we shall not even 
want to be angry. He asks us not to 
yield ourselves and our members “as in- 
struments of unrighteousness unto sin,” 
but to yield ourselves “unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead” (Rom. 6: 
13). Then he asks us to believe that his 
miracle working power ts flooding our 
lives and creating in us that fruit of the 
Spirit that we find in Galatians 5:22, 23, 
contrasted so vividly with the “works of 
the flesh.” Will you trust him for this 
kind of victory over anger in your life?

Celia's Island Home

ELIA and her brothers were building 

a playhouse. They had chosen a shel- 
tered place in the valley which divided their 
home island in two. At either end of the 
valley shone the blue of the summer sea. 
There were no large trees on wind-swept 
Appledore; but in the tall bushes birds 
sang sweetly, wild flowers bloomed all 
about, and the sky smiled down upon the 
three busy children, as they built stones 
and driftwood into what seemed to them a 
good-sized cottage. 

In this playhouse “among the Isles of 
Shoals” many happy hours were spent, 
while “shining blackbirds” whistled accom- 
paniment to the fairy tales “Sister” wove 
for her young audience. Then, one winter 
day, when the sea was rougher than usual, 
a great wave swept through the valley and 
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the playhouse was no more. But, by this 
time, Celia was almost a young woman, and 
Oscar and Cedric were growing up, too. 

The boys could remember no other home 
than this group of bleak, sea-swept rocks, ° 
called the Isles of Shoals, a few miles off 
the New England coast just where Maine 
and New Hampshire meet. Celia, being 
older, could remember dimly a big house 
in Portsmouth in which the first four years 
of her life were spent. Her next home was 
a tiny stone cottage under the shadow of 
a lighthouse on the bare rocks of White 
Island. In the windows of -the cottage 
flowers bloomed cheerily and birds sang 
the winter through. There were books and 
pictures, and, better still, a father and 
mother who loved each other and loved 
their children. 

Perhaps that is one reason Celia Laigh- 
ton (who later became Mrs. Thaxter) grew 
up to be a poet. (She was born in 1835 
and died in 1894.) She found the poetry 
in the everyday world in which she lived. 
She cherished the scant blades of grass 
in the spring and the few flowers, and 
studied their beauty. She made friends 
with the birds, so that they lighted upon 
her in companfonable fashion, She listened 
to what the waves would say to her. When 
she went out in the early morning to milk 
“the little dun cow,” she stopped at the 
doorstone to gaze at the beauty of sunrise 
over the sea, 

Later the Laightons removed to Apple- 


_dore, the largest island in the group. All 


her life Mrs, Thaxter loved the Shoals, 
made long visits there, and more than any- 
thing else delighted to write of the wonder 
of the sea and sky, the seaweeds and the 
flowers, and the birds she knew so well. 
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At the suggestion of the poet Whittier, she 
wrote out: the word pictures of the islands, 
with which she had entertained her friends. 
“Among the Isles of Shoals” is one of the 
- great .nature classics, a work of which 
American literature may be justly proud. 

One of. the. poems by which Mrs. Thaxter 
is best known is “The Sandpiper.” 


Stanch friends are we, well tried and strong, 
The little sandpiper and I 


This bird spent the summer on the islands ; 
for here sandpiper daddies and mothers 
could bring up their little ones safely. “Like 
tiny tufts of fog” the young birds seemed 
to Celia, as they ran “about among the 
bayberry. bushes, with sweet scared piping.” 

The swallows, “knowing how well they 
were beloved,” were in the habit of gath- 
ering on the window sills, “twittering and 
fluttering, gay and graceful, turning their 
heads this way and that, eying you askance 
without a trace of fear.” They went into 
poems, too, “The Swallow,” “The Happy 
Birds,” and “The Nestling Swallows.” 

The song sparrow was the poet’s especial 
delight, from the very early days of the 
season until frost-touched nights sent the 
singer in search of a milder climate and 
food. A prophet of spring, a messenger of 
hope was the song sparrow. 


God never meant to mock us with that voice! 


Good comrades of the poet were the ruby- 
throated humming birds. They would light 
on her head and tangle their little claws 
in her hair. One -morning, after a terrific 
electric storm, she found her pet hummer 
—an especially tame little fellow — cling- 
ing to a poppy stem, apparently dead. Gently, 
oh, so gently, she untangled the tiny claws, 
and, as she went about her garden repairing 
damages, she held the lifeless little body 
in her hand, sending her warm breath upon 
him every minute. After perhaps twenty 
minutes she felt the tiniest fluttering pulse. 
A bit ‘later:he “stirred and stretched his 
wings.” ‘In a shallow straw basket tied 
to a pea-stick near the larkspur she left 
him in the sun, while she watched and 
worked among her flowers. Little by lit- 
tle the warm sunbeams revived him. “He 
opened his eyes and looked quietly about,” 
she tells us. “Suddenly he rose, an emer- 
ald spark, and quivered among the blue 
flowers, diving deep into each winged blos- 
som for his breakfast of honey.” 

As one would love living friends, ‘ this 
poet loved ‘the flowers. She knew every 
plant growing on .White Island and Apple- 
dore, and, beside,. filled her garden beds 
and borders with jeweled beauty, for in 
the keen sea air and on the rock formed 
soil color hues glowed with a brilliance 
scarcely to: be found on the mainland. Peo- 
ple came from far to admire her gardens. 
Late in life she wrote “An Island Garden,” 
the story of her flower-growing attempts. 
This book did much to awaken an interest 
in gardening. 

One wouldn’t expect to find much beauty 
on the bleak. rocks of White Island, nor a 
wealth of wild flowers on Appledore. But 
little Celia knew better. She knew that 
when the cold winds of winter gave way 
to the ‘balmy south, she could find “the 
windfiower trembling on its stem,” violets 
“white, blue, and amber”; that the colum- 
bine would swing its flame-red bells in 
quiet nooks; that buttercups and dandelions 
and “the eyebright’s pearls” would spread 
beauty everywhere.

Johnswort, and tall mulleins; and, when 
she had grown up, she put them into verse,

“A Thanksgiving.”

“queer,” and cannot break loose even when I 
am invited to a social among Christian friends. 
I read quite a bit in Bible study and have 
nothing else to talk about. Such quietness and 
reserve do not make a good witness for the 
Lord, nor does it help in the matter of fellow 
ship with the Lord’s children. Surely it can- 
not be his will that I should be so. I am un- 
happy myself and no good anywhere. Can you 
help me?

Y DEAR GIRL: The worst thing 

you can do is to look at yourself, 
and to keep looking at yourself! You 
will become more and more disheartened. 
You are depending on your own efforts, 
and the results must be disappointing, if 
you have any idea of what you may be- 
come when the Holy Spirit has full sway 
in your life. You need to get to the 
place where you will yield all to him, and 
follow him closely. Perhaps you are 
thought to be “queer” because you are. not 
being natural, and you are forgetting to 
have a daily renewing of the spiritual life, 
and therefore a renewing of the physical 
life. You have gotten in a rut, and are 
allowirg yourself to follow yourself, in- 
stead of accepting the Holy Spirit as your 
Guide.

If you have heard a chorus 
that you like at a Bible conference, it is 
probably: in this book. It contains 324 
old and new choruses—not complete 
hymns — by a large number of well-known 
English and American writers and com- 
posers.

But when this library for the blind was 
organized in 1925, the aim was to publish 
only books and pamphlets by James H. 
McConkey (in Braille), and later books 
by other authors of the same type.
